H E leading topics of interest 
in the past m onth have been 
the 
crops and the 
strikes. 
T he crops have come along finely. 
T he w heat crop is fully as large as 
last year, the corn crop promises 
to be around 3,000,000,000 bushels 
and other food and feed crops are 
good. 
T he am ount of dairy p rod­ 
ucts going into storage is larger 
than last year. A ltogether, the cost 
of living so far as foodstuffs are 
concerned promises to be on about 
the same basis for the com ing year 
as for the p a s t 
The cotton crop, 
however, 
is 
disappointing 
and 
likely to be short of the w orld’s 
needs. 
The tendency of clothing 
m aterials is now upward, but m an­ 
ufacturing costs are slightly lower 
than last year. 
T he 
im provem ent 
in 
industry 
has 
proceeded 
so 
far 
that 
the 
am ount of enforced unem ploym ent 
is scarcely m ore than in any time 
of m oderate prosperity, but the 
pending 
strikes 
have 
not 
only 
stopped the earnings of the strikers 
but are beginning to cause unem ­ 
ploym ent and losses in other quar­ 
ters. 
President H arding has been 
active in his efforts to settle both 
the big strikes w ithout harsh or 
unusual measures. 
H e proposed 
for 
the 
coal 
industry 
that 
the 
m iners return 
to work im medi­ 
ately at the scale of wages being 
paid when the strike began, this 
situation to last until a public com ­ 
mission, to be appointed by him, 
could 
render 
a 
decision 
upon 
wages; 
the 
com mission 
later 
to make a thorough investigation 
of the industry, looking to the d e­ 
velopment of a perm anent policy 
for the preservation of peace and 
wholesome 
w orking 
conditions. 
The m iners rejected the proposal. 
T he P resident has also made a 
proposal for the settlem ent of the 
railroad strike, but at this w riting 
the outcom e is undeterm ined. 
W ith these strikes in industries 
that are vital to the public welfare 
out cf the way, the outlook is 
good for fall business, although it 
cannot be said that a com plete and 
equitable readjustm ent of wages 
and prices has taken place. 
In ­ 
dustrial costs, in which fuel and 
transportation are leading factors 
are too high for the prices of farm 
products and raw m aterials gen­ 
erally, and a full measure of pros­ 
perity cannot be realized while this 
remains the case. 
I t goes w ithout saying that the 
two 
strikes 
are 
a 
very 
grave 
menace to the public welfare. The 
industries cannot run w ithout coal 
and transportation service. U n l e s s 
a settlem ent is reached, industries 


will close down, wages will stop 
for millions of people, food cannot 
be supplied to the cities, public 
utilities such as w aterworks will 
be unable to function and society 
will be faced with a calamity even 
greater than war, because women 
and children will suffer as much 
as* men. 
It cannot be supposed that the 
strikers are indifferent to the suf­ 
fering thus threatened, and which 
affects the families of all classes 
alike. They must assume that their 
opponents will give way in order 
to prevent it, but there is as much 
obligation 
to 
protect 
the 
com ­ 
m unity on one side as on the other. 
Every individual and group has a 
responsibility to society but so­ 
ciety ought not to be dependent 
upon the grace of any minority. 
It m ust have the power to protect 
itself. 
T he Common Interest in O rder 


One of the first conditions of 
civilization is that there shall be 
orderly m ethods of settling differ­ 
ences as they arise between m em ­ 
bers of the community, according 
to principles based 
upon 
equity 
and the common interests, instead 
of 
allowing 
such 
issues 
to 
be 
fought out with fists or clubs or 
otherwise. 
The appeal to force 
has no place in civilized society ex­ 
cept as society itself may discipline 
its unruly members. 
It is a condition of every game 
in which rivals contend that there 
shall be rules and authority to en­ 
force them and decide every ques­ 
tion that arises. 
Abolish the um ­ 
pire and the rules, and the game 
disappears. 
If you care for the 
game, support the authority that 
maintains it. 
The trouble with the strikers in 
these cases is not that they con­ 
tend for what they believe to be 
their rights, but that they refuse 
to recognize that other rights are 
involved, and that all rights are 
entitled to a hearing together and 
to adjudication in an orderly m an­ 
ner. 
Moreover, the m atter of first 
im portance is that there shall be a 
m ethod of settlem ent that does not 
interfere with the com mon ser­ 
vices necessary to society. 
W hen it is affirmed that the pub­ 
lic interest m ust be param ount, it 
does not follow that individual in­ 
terests are sacrificed. 
On the con­ 
trary individual interests are pro­ 
tected by the maintenance of pub­ 
lic authority. 
T h at is illustrated 
by the regulation of traffic in the 
streets of a crowded city. 
The 
regulations are a restraint upon in­ 
dividual freedom in the streets, but 


everybody goes through the streets 
more freely because of them. 
W hat is included in the right to 
strike? The right to quit w ork in 
itself is not questioned. The Presi­ 
dent has said that the Governm ent 
will compel no man to work against 
his will. But the activities of the 
union coal-miners and shopmen go 
far beyond the peaceful abandon­ 
m ent of their jobs in order to bet­ 
ter themselves elsewhere. 
Their 
actions and language show that 
they are engaged in an organized 
effort to prevent the public from 
having coal or transportation ex­ 
cept upon the conditions laid down 
by them. 
Combinations of that 
kind am ong any other class of 
people are against the law. 
Labor 
organizations were excepted for the 
purpose of giving them a stronger 
position in dealing with employers, 
but it never was contemplated thai 
they would use this power to th$ 
serious injury of the public. 
Railroad Labor Act 
The statem ent is made that th# 
railroad companies have set the ex­ 
ample of refusing to be bound b f 
the decisions of the Labor Board. 
The facts are that the companies 
have taken appeals in certain cases 
to the courts, on the legal ground 
that the Board had exceeded its 
jurisdiction under the law8. This is 
a class of actions frequently brought 
against a new adm inistrative body, 
to 
determine 
authoritatively 
the 
scope of its powers. The employes 
have the same right to bring such 
actions as the companies, and in 
neither 
event 
is 
transportation 
suspended by such an appeal. 
The provisions of the Railroad 
Act, which give instructions rela* 
tive to the action of the Board in 
settling 
wage 
disputes 
are 
as 
follows: 
In determ ining the justness and 
reasonableness of such wages and 
salaries or w orking conditions the 
Board shall, so far as applicable,! 
take 
into 
consideration 
among 
other relevant circumstances: 
(1) The scales of wages p3id 
for similar kinds of work in other , 
industries. 
(2) 
The relation between wages • 
and the cost of living. 
(3) 
The hazards of the cmploy- 
ment. 
(4) The training and skill re- 
quired. 
(5) The degree of responsibil- 


ltJ(6) The character and regular­ 
ity cf the employment; and 
(7) 
Inequalities of increases in 
wages or of treatment, the result 
of previous w’age orders or adjust­ 
ments.

The new m arkers will be In a hor­ 
izontal oval shape, nearly two 
feet 
wide and slightly more than a foot 
high and will be 
the only legend 
erected on poles erected 
for 
trail 
purposes, 
the 
commission 
plans. 
Each sign will be on a white 
back­ 
ground with solid black lettering. 
In the center of the oval will 
ap­ 
pear num erals which designate 
the 
particular road, as for instance, “32". 
Across the upper half of the oval will 
be 
printed 
“Missouri 
State” 
with 
“Highw ay” lettered in the lower part 
of the oval. 
The m arkers 
will be 
placed 
all 
along each state primary 
road 
at 
each place where another road inter­ 
sects the state,road so that there will 
* be no m istaking the direct route. 
Along the 
St. 
Louis-Kansas 
City 
cross state highway, if that highway 
should be designated as number 32, 
will be placed m arkers 
all 
bearing 
the inscription “Missouri State High­ 
way—32.” 
“As long as transcontinental tour­ 
ists find themselves on state primary 
road num ber 32, or whatever namer- 
a1 may be chosen to designate that 
particular state highway, they may 
* be assured that they are travelling 
the most 
direct 
route 
across 
the 
state,” Edwin S. Austin, secretary of 
the commission explains. 
Along

Joseph 
state primary, it has been estim ated 
there will be placed at least a thous­ 
and of the state m arkers and the to­ 
tal number of markers necessary for 
the entire state primary system will 
doubtless be between 10,000 and 11,- 
000 Secretary Austin estimates. Bids

prim ary roads to be constructed, he 
says.

WASHINGTON. Aug. 16.—The at 
tentions of farmers in all sections of 
the country to the free 
distribution 
of excess war explosives tor farm 
work, is called by the United States 
department of 
agriculture. 
Since 
last fail the department, in coopera­ 
tion with the various state agricul­ 
tural colleges, has distributed 3,000,- 
000 pounds of picric acid, a surplus 
explosive which 
is 
very 
efficient, 
easy and safe to handle. 
In Minnesota the state agricultur­ 
al college reports: 
‘Ave feel that picric acid has been 
a great benefit to the state and has 
done a great deal to stimulate land* 
clearings. 
All reports are to the ef­ 
fect that its use has been highly sat­ 
isfactory. 
The 774.000 pounds allot-! 
ted to Minnesota wrere distributed to 
3,511 farmers, averaging 222 pounds j 
per farmer. We estimate that this 
will clear 35,000 acres of land, and 
has made a saving of over $70,000 for 
the farmers of the state.” 
The economy of this explosive 
is 
emphasized by the department in a 
recent circular showing that 
last | 
fall s distribution saved the farmers 
about $300,000 over the cost of oth-; 
er explosives. 
There are now avail­ 
able some 6,000,000 pounds of picricj 
acid, and of this amount about 1,500,- 
000 are available to each of the lake , 
states, Michigan, Wisconsin and Min­ 
nesota. 
Picric acid is a 
high 
explosive 
which was used in large quantities 
during the war and is now being dis­ 
tributed to farmers for agricultural 
purposes, says the department. 
No 
charge is made by the government 
for the explosive itself, but as it has 
to be dried out and cartridged before 
it can be used for peaceful uses the 
cost of this work must be paid by the 
farmers. 
Picric acid is a comparatively safe 
explosive and is used in the same 
way that other 
agricultural 
explo­ 
sives are used. It has several advan­ 
tages over commercial explosives in 
that it keeps indefinitely without de­ 
teriorating, it is not affected by heat 
or cold, and it does not cause head­ 
aches or other ill effects when used 
in the open air. Because of its great­ 
er cost of manufacture, it will never 
be a competitor of commercial dyna­ 
mites. It is being distributed for the 
purpose of increasing interest 
and j 
activity in land clearing. 
The 
de-; 
tails of the method of distribution j 
may be secured from 
the 
various 
state agricultural colleges.

S2.000.000 against Henry L. Doherty I 
& Co., of 60 Wall street, was begun 
yesterday by Jesse C. McDowell, a 
former consulting engineer in 
the 
employ of the concern. 
McDowell 
alleges that the money is due him as 
4 per cent of the profits of the firm, 
amounting to $50,000,000, from 1913 
until 1920. 
McDowell alleges that he entered 
the employ of the firm on April 
I, 
1913, taking the position of consult­ 
ing engineer and supervisor of the 
concern’s oil and gas business 
at 
$1000 a month at first 
and 
then 
$2000 which he received until March 
1920. 
He w as also promised, accord­ 
ing to an alleged verbal contract, 4 
per cent of the firm’s profits. 
In 1914, McDowell claims, he re­ 
ceived $300,000 in the stock of 
the 
company and also $25,000 cash, 
the 
later item being charged 
on 
the 
books as a loan and not cash. 
Subsequently, McDowell says, 
he 
applied for additional payments and 
met w’ith refusal. 
He w'as offered a 
loan of $25,000 on his note. 
His 
need for funds caused him to accept 
the offer, he says. 
The note is now' 
due and he is unable to pay. 
He 
alleges that Doherty & Co., neglect­ 
ed to give him his share of the prof­ 
its and conspired to cheat and de­ 
fraud him, pretending to assign the 
claim on the note to L. G. Coleman 
of Texas, who has begun suit on the 
claim in the Texas courts.

The things that are done wrong gener­ 
ally get more attention than the things that 
are done right. Various things wrent awrong 
in America's m anagem ent of the war, just 
as is always the case in every large under­ 
taking, and of these we have heard a vast 
deal, partly because it was to the interest 
of certain people to parade and m agnify 
these mistakes and partly because the con­ 
sequence of some of them were very seri­ 
ous and are with us yet. 
The mistakes and 
inefficiencies 
of our 
war 
management, 
however, were small compared with the 
good work that was done, and there is no 
doubt that the war as a whole, although it 
was the biggest that this nation has ever 
tackled, was handled more efficiently than 
any other war in American history. 
Another illustration of this is the report 
of Dr. H. S. Cumming, surgeon general of 
the United States Public Health Sendee, on 
the tuberculosis situation as affected by the 
w’ar. 
There was a tremendous increase of 
tuberculosis *n Europe as a result of the in­ 
sufficient food supply, exposure and other 
hardships to which large portions of the 
European populations, as well as the Eu­ 
ropean armies, were subjected. 
Dr. Cum- 
bing shows that, n o tw ith sta n d in g the gen­ 
eral belief to the contrary, the American 
army suffered little from this epidemic of 
tuberculosis all around it, and that the dis­ 
ease 
gained 
no 
considerable 
foothold 
among our men in France. 
This, he says, 
was due to the fact 
that 
our men were 
generally well fed, well housed and wrell 
clothed during the campaigns.

organization in N ew York, he was ever 
and alw ays the same— genial, kind and 
wholehearted— a man who made and kept 
friends. 
As an organizer he wras signally 
successful. 
Doherty and Frueaufff made a 
w’onderful 
combination. 
Frueauff 
was 
quick to grasp and 
interpret 
the 
vision 
which Doherty saw’, and it was F ru eau ffs 
job to provide the organization to do the

His loss therefore must fall heavily 
I upon Henry L. Doherty 
and 
Company. 
The electric light nad power industry also 
suffers in the untimely death of one of its

resourceful leaders, 
but it glories in being able to point to Frank

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. «_6.—Un­ 
der a ruling of Merrill E. Oltls, As­ 
sistant Attorney General, furnished 
to th? St. Louis Board o I Election 
Commissioners 
yesterday a citizen 
who has participated in a primary 
election and voted for some candi­ 
date for a particular office, has no 
legal right to sign a petition nomin­ 
ating an independent candidate for 
this same office. 
The ruling fits the case of the anti- 
Reed Democrats who are threaten­ 
ing to bring out 
an 
independent 
Democratic candidate against United 
States Senator James A. Reed. 
The opinion is addressed to 
the 
oBard 
of 
Election 
Commissioners 
and is as follow’s: 
You have asked for the opinion of 
this department as to w hether a can­ 
didate for public office may be nom­ 
inated by a petition of electors and, 
if so, whether one w’ho voted In the 
primary election may sign a petition 
of that character. 
Our 
information 
is that you have made this request 
at the instance of persons desiring 
to put into the field an independent 
candidate for U. S. Senator. 
The law of Missouri expressly pro­ 
vides for the nomination of a candi­ 
date for any office by a petition or 
certificate of nomination signed by 
voters. 
The signatures of 1000 elec­ 
tors are required to nominate a can­ 
didate for a State office. 
Signers 
must declare in writing in the peti­ 
tion or certificate signed by 
them 
that ‘they are bona fide supporters 
of the candidate sought to be nomi­ 
nated and have lot aided and 
wdll 
not aid in the nomination of 
any 
other candidate for the same office.” 
A voter who has participated in a 
primary election and, for 
example, 
has voted a Democratic ticket, has 
aided in the nomination of the Demo- 
cr tic candidate within the meaning 
of this law and has no right to sign 
a petition nominating an independ­ 
ent candidate. 
The theory of the law* permitting 
nominations by petition is that those 
who belong to no party or who de­ 
sire to institute a new’ party should 
have some way of placing their can­ 
didates on the ballot, but it is also 
the theory of the law that each citi­ 
zen should have but one chance 
to 
participate in 
making 
nominations 
for office. 
He has no more right to 
vote tw’ice in nominating candidates 
(either by casting a ballot or sign­ 
ing a petition) than he has to vote 
twice in elections.
